1n the Face, their [x#deavours are meer 
T:tillations, their Acquaintance with 
Nature is not at the heart, Notwith- 
ſtanding I acknowledge the School- 
men ingenious : They conceive their 
Prixciples irregular, and preſcribe _ 
Or 
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for Method,though they want Aſattey., 
TheirPh:loſophte 1s like a Charch,that is 
all d:ſcipl:ne,and no Dofrine: For bate 
me their prolegomenra, theig form of Av- 
guing, their Reciting of Different Op- 
zions,with ſeverall other digreſions, and 
the ſubſtance of theſe Toſtati will ſcarce 
amount to a Hercury.Belides,their 4r;- 
ſtotle is a Poet in text, his prenciples are 
bur Parcies,and they ſtand more on our 
Conceſſions,then his Bottom. Hence it is 
that his followers, notwithſtanding the 
Afe tance of ſs many Ages, can fetch 
nothing ont of him but Netzozs : And 
theſe indeed they uſe, as He ſayeth Ly- 
cophron did his Epithers, Non ut 
Condimentis, ſed ut Cib#s , Their Arif 
Compoſitions are 2 meer Tympa- 4 
nieof Termes. It is better then a Fight 
in Q:xot, to obſerve what D aels, and 
Dz#gladiations they have abour Him. 
one will make him ſpeak Serſe,anotber 
Nowr-ſenſe, and a third both, Aquinas 
palps him gently, Scotus makes him 
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winch, and he istaught like an Apeta 
ſhew ſeverall rricks. If we look on his 
adverſaries , the leaſt amongſt them 
hath foy/d im , but Teleſius knock'd 
him in che head, and Campazells hath 

uite &ſcompoſed him. But as that bald 
"68 of the circus bad his ſeull fo 
feed with ofe, it ſhiver'd all the tyles 
were throw? 3t ir , ſo this Ariſtotle 
thrives by ſcuffles , and the world cryes 
him up, when trzeth cryes him down. 
The Perrpatetiches look on God as they 
do on Carpenters, who build with fone 
and 7imber, without any rnfuſion of 
Life. But the world,which is Gods buz}- 
ding, is full of Spir:t,quick, and Iuing, 
This Sprrit isthe cauſe of multrplica- 
2160, of ſeverall perpetuall produions 
of minerals vegetables, and creatures in- 
gendred by putrefa#ion: All which are 
manifeſt , infallible Arguments of life. 
Beſides, the Texture of the 41iverſe 
clearly diſcovers its animation. The
